From our foreign files we are enabled to pre-
sent our readers with the following graphlc
acconnts of the great meteoric shower of Novom-
ber the 14th, which did not come off in this part
of the world, but which did come off in foreign
lands:—

The Meteoric Shower as described by
the London “Times."”

The Zimes of the 15th has the followlag ac-

Probably never before was there greater in-
terest manifested in o forthecoming annoal Mes-
sage of the President than is evinoed in regard
1o that which is to be presented to Congress by
Mr. Johnzon next week, To sllay this anxiety,
there have been numerous speculations iudulged
in by correspondents of the Northern journals,
a8 to the measures to be recommended o that
Message, bnt up fo this time it may be salely
asseried that, sasve to the members of the Cabi-
net, Mr, Johnson has not made known positively
the character ol his proposcd Message; and yet
enough i8 kuown, through sume who have re-
cently had confidentlal conversations with the
President, to enable us to divine its tone, and (o
 state with almost absolute certainty some of the
measures that will be recommended to Congroess,
First, then, its tove is—for the Message is already
prepared—concilhistory, or, more grqpm-ly, it
may be said Lo be fair, yet firm, and free from
the defiant temper which some have supposed
Mr. Johnson would indulge In. And again,
those who are under the impression that the
President is determined to carry out what is
termed My }wllc.\'." will be deceived it they ex-
